Habib wants French buffer; 
IDF continues pounding PLO 


Air raids on terrorist 
posts in Syrian area

Israeli aircraft pounded PLO- 
occupied suburbs on the out- 
skirts of West Beirut for three 
hours yesterday afternoon, 
bringing to a peak a day of artil- 
lery, rocket and mortar ex- 
changes. 

Earlier in the afternoon the 
air force was called in against 
PLO guns deployed with Syrian 
forces some 30 kilometres 
northeast of Beirut, near 
Tarshish. 

The army spokesman said last 
night that the Israeli attacks came in 
response to incessant terrorist viola- 
tions of the cease-fire both in Beirut 
and in the central sector. There 
were no Israeli casualties in yester- 
day's fighting, he said, other than 


five soldicrs who were lightly 
wounded and released to their units 
after receiving first aid. 

He denied reports from Beirut 
that the IDF had advanced on the 
ground. 


At 4 p.m. yesterday the air force 
hit terrorist guns, mortars and 
Katyusha rocket positions west of 
the Sabra quarter of West Beirut, 
and around the Burj al-Barajne 
refugee camp which was left virtual- 
ly deserted by civilians after the 
IDF’s advance on the camp last 
week. 

The Israeli aircraft attacked the 
area between Sabra and the coast, 
concentrating primarily on the area 
between the quarter and the coast 
stadium. Here, as in Burj al- 
Barajne, the planes concentrated on 
identified PLO targets, and foreign

Arafat said to be stalling on 
Habib’s latest evacuation plan

There was confusion in Beirut 
last night as to whether PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat had in fact 
signed a document providing for the 
evacuation of his besieged men. 

According to Radio Beirut late 
last night, Arafat had refused to sign 
the document and had requested a 
further 48 hours to think it over. 

The document prepared by U.S. 
special envoy Philip Habib was 
reported to have been submitted to 
Arafat for his signature by Lebanese 
Prime Minister Shafik Wazzan. 

The picture was further confused 
late last night by a report on the 
Kata’eb (Phalange) controlled 
Radio Free Lebanon, which denied 
the existence of any such document. 
However, this report should be 
viewed in the context of the deep- 
seated Kata'eb suspicion of the 
PLO’s intentions, and could con- 
ceivably be a deliberate attempt to 
subvert any peaceful settlement of 
the crisis.

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization's plan for evacuating 
West Beirut is not practicable, and 
is aimed at leaving most of the ter- 
Torists in the city, Aluf Yehoshua 
Saguy, head of military intelligence, 
told reporters yesterday. 

Israel Radio last night said that 
Saguy gave Arab affairs reporters 
details of a plan the PLO presented 
to U.S. envoy Philip Habib for its 
evacuation from the Lebanese 
capital. 

According to the plan, the first 
terrorists wauld leave Beirut tomor- 
row, This would be the “Badr 
Brigade” of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Army, comprising some 600 
Jordanian citizens. Jordan has ex- 
pressed willingness to accept its 
nationals among the PLO. 

At the end of the week, another 
1,300 members of pro-lraqi factions 
would leave the city. i 

Between these evacuations, 
French units of a multinational 
force would enter the city, to be fol- 
lowed a few days tater by American 
troops.

Saguy stressed, however, that 
these 5,000 terrorists in effect have 
no place to go.

Woman held in theft of autopsy bullet 


Jerusalem police last week ar- 
rested an American woman on 
suspicion of stealing a bullet 
removed from the body of an Arab 
youth killed during disturbances in 
Gaza in May. 

Joan Mandell, 29, a resident of 
Ramallah, was remanded yesterday 
for 15 days by a Jerusalem 
magistrate after police presented 
classified material about the inci- 
dent and requested more time to 
complete their investigation. 

Police say Mandell, a staff 
member of the East Jerusalem 
English-language newspaper, Al- 
Fajr. and a former lecturer at 


Birzeit University, entered Gaza's 
Shifa Hospital to photograph 
persons injured in the disturbances. 

While in the hospital, police say, 
she stole a bullet removed during an 
autopsy on a youth killed during the 
disturbances. No motive was given 
for the alleged theft. 

Mandell’s attorney, Lea Tsemel, 
says her client is cooperating with 
investigators and invited them to 
search her home — which police 
have not done. Mandell told the 
court yesterday she suffers from 
chronic hepatitis and thus has dif- 
ficulty remembering the alleged in-

War weakens IDF, reservists say

The war in Lebanon is weakening 
the IDF and damaging the security 
of the state more than any terrorists 
in Beirut ever could, members of 
Soldiers Against Silence said yester- 
day at a press conference in 
Jerusalem. 

Although they reiterated that 
they would not disobey army 
orders, speakers at the SAS meeting 
said that lack of enthusiasm and dis- 
satisfaction with Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon are lowering the 
morale and efficiency of the IDF. 

On Sunday members of the 
group, including Avraham Burg, 
son of the interior minister, submit- 
ted a petition to the prime minister 
calling on the government not to 


enter West Beirut. The petition was 
signed by 2,000 reservists. ~~ 

Udi Shiloni, spokesman for SAS, 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that predictions mad< by the group 
five weeks ago, that soldiers would 
increasingly speak out against the 
war were being borne out. He 
criticized government leaders for ig- 
noring what is happening among 
soldiers. 

Meanwhile, a group calling itself 
Citizens Against Silence yesterday 
kept 15 hunger-strikers near the 
Prime Minister's Office for the third 
day. The group is not connected 
with any other group or political 
party. Among those who have 
Teportedly joined the group is 
Prof. Yehoshua Arieli, Hebrew 
University historian. 


UK Jewry denounces hostile MPs

LONDON. — The British Jewish 
community has reacted strongly 
against the criticisms of Israeli 
policy in Lebanon voiced by two 
Jewish MPs, Leo Abse (Labour) 
and Neville Sandelson (Social 
Democratic party). 

A statement issued by the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews yester- 
day said that “neither of the Jewish 
MPs who have seen fit to make 
statements criticizing Israel is a 
practising member of the Jewish 
faith or represents Jewish opnion in 
this country, which remains con- 
vinced that only the total evacua- 
tion of Lebanon by the PLO will 


lead to peace in that sad country.” 

But despite the reaction of the 
Board in dismissing the criticism, 
there is concern behind the scenes. 

The organized Jewish community 
is still solidly behind Israel, at least 
publicly. A Board of Deputies 
resolution passed unanimously a 
fortnight ago expressed solidarity 
with Israel in “these difficult 
times. 

But at the same time there is 
increasing evidence of concern 
among individual Jews, usually peo- 
ple not connected with any of the 
communal organizations, about 
what has been happening in West 
Beirut.

NAGASAKI (AP). — The residents 
of Nagasaki paid homage yesterday 
to the more than 70,000 persons 
who died in the atomic bombing of 
this city 37 years ago and just three 
days after the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima. 

The city, still recovering from 
flooding and landslides that killed 
nearly 300 people when torrential 
rains hit southwestern Japan last 
month, also used the occasion to 
remember the storm victims.

Thousands more are 
said to have died of causes related 
to radiation exposure in the ensuing 
years.

JEWISH ORGANIZATIONS in 
New York are now investigating nvo 
cases of public relations frauds, one 
involves the Arab-Israeli 
propaganda war in America the 
other seems to to be a part of the 
less malicious “Jewish wars.“ 

The first case concerns the 
mysterious placing of advertise- 
ments in a number of American 
newspapers, strongly condemning 
the Israeli invasion of Lebanon and 
using the names of six well-known 
relief agencies without their permis- 
sion. The placing of the ads has 
already led to a flurry of cross- 
country investigations aimed at 
finding out who paid for the adver- 
tisements. 

The ads appeared on July 11 in at 
least seven newspapers, including 
the New York Times under the cap- 
tion “The people of Lebanon, Inno- 
cent Victims of Senseless War." it 
was signed by ‘*Concerned 
Americans for Peace,” which 
proved to be 8 non-existent 
organization and listed a fictitious 
address. 
. The appearance of the ads has 
already caused an uproar among the 
agencies whose names were used 
and Jewish groups, and has caused 
embarrassment to the newspapers 
which printed them. No one knows 
who put up the over $120,000 to pay 
for them. 

The 800-word ad called on 
Americans to write their congress- 
men and demand that they stop 
this “merciless killing.“ It noted 
that an “insensitive Israel” was us- 
ing “American-made weapons to 
exact an unspeakable toll from the 
Lebanese and Palestinian people.” 
The names of the six relief 
organizations — American Friends 
Committee, American Red Cross, 
CARE, Save The Children Federa- 
tion, U.S. Committee for UNICEF, 
and the World Church Services — 
were placed at the bottom of the ad. 


FOLLOWING the publication of 
the ads, all the relief agencies men- 
tioned in the ad dissociated 
themselves from the organization 
mentioned in the ad, and from the 
ad itself. “We are dismayed that a 
series of political advertisements 
appeared in the U.S. press this past 
Sunday associating the names of our 
agencies with direct criticism of one 
of the parties involved in this war," 
wrote the organizations in a letter to

When Arik Sharon was in the 
States a few months ago. Jacobs 
says, the defence minister was in- 
vited to meet with the editorial 
board of Time.

Semitic, anti-Israel and pro-Arab. 
She admitted she was. He answered 
her questions, banged his fist on the 
table and walked out. | for one was 
proud of him for not pushing it un- 
der the rug.” 

Jacobs intends to write articles for 
the Anglo-Jewish press, and a letter 
to The New York Times, about what 
he saw in Lebanon. He believed 
Israel should have gone in force into 
West Beirut. “The momentum was 
there, and we would have gotten the 
same bad press and antagonism that 
we're getting anyway, but at least 
the job would have been done. 
Now, we've turned it into a moral is- 
sue. Of course. lives would be lost if 
we went in, but we're losing lives 
now to snipers and the Lebanese 
civilians had a chance to get out.” 

Young Israel is an Orthodox syn- 
agogue movement devoted to at- 
iracting young people to services by 
offering them athletic and social ac- 
tivities on the synagogue premises. 

Jacobs and his colleagues dis- 
tributed prayer books and Bibles to 
soldiers in Lebanon. and gave 
$7,000 [raised by one of the 
organization's Brooklyn chapters) 
to the chief army chaplain to use as 
he sees fit.

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Ne’eman tells International Conference on Solar Energy 


Israel must again lead in research

Scrence and Development 
Minister Yuval Ne“eman told an ine 
ternativnul conference on solar 
energy vesterday that Israei has lost 
her place us tne world leader in 
solar energs. and that “we must 
now invest new efforts in order 10 
stund ance again in the lead of 
tesearch into exploitation of this 
energs squrce.”* 
Ne'eran was making his first 
public speech since being appointed 
io the cabinet, at the opening ses- 
sion of the Fourth International 
Conference on Photochemistry and 
Solar Energy Storage at the Hebrew 
University. 


Nonetheless. Professor Ne‘eman 
later told The Jerusalem Posr. Israel 
was mitking great strides in using 
solar energy. in particular with the 
planned Mediterranean-Dead Sea 
Canal snd the future applications of 
solar ponds in the Dead Sea: 
although the amount of energy 
available from the canal was limited 
tby the level of evaporation [rom 
the Dead Sea's surface) Lo only -one- 
thousundth of the theoretically 
: energy. solar ponds could 
this by a factor of 10. 


Turning to the problem of 
producing artificial fuels through 
solar energs τὸ replace gas and ail. 
and the chemical storage of solar

Questioned about his plans as 
minister for science, Ne"eman told 
The Post that it would still take some 
time for projects to be formulated 
and budgets obtained. 

He intends to use his ministry to 
advance scientific work of both 
national and international impor- 


tance, especially through existing 
international scientific organiza- 
tions. 


One area in particular that he 
plans to develop is Israel's involve-

ment in space research, which today 
is practically non-existent. 

He said that his ministry would 
also play an important role in in- 
vesting in research in which other 
ministries have not yet shown any 
interes1 because it was not yet close 
enough to practical application. 

While the research done by each 
ministry would be its own affair, he 
would be able to play an important 
part through his position as 
chairman of the now-revived Inter- 
Ministerial Committee on Science 
and Technology. 


Technion hosts two scientific meetings

Bringing industry 
to Ashkelon

ASHKELON, — Agreement on the 
“rapid industrialization" of this 
town was reached yesterday 
between Mayor Eli Dayan and 
Arnon Tiberg, director-general of 

the Manufacturers Association. 

Dayan promised that he personal- 
ly would cut al} red tape to facilitate 
incoming industrial enterprises to 
set up their plants in a 2,000 dunam 
stretch south of the town, which 
already has the framework of basic 
infrastructure with regard to water, 
electricity, sewage, and telecom- 
munications. 

The mayor also said that suf- 
ficient manpower was available in 
the greater Ashkcion area. 

Tiberg said that he would do 
everything possible to persuade 
members of the association, which 
now have plants in the Greater Tel 
Aviv area, to consider moving to the 
Ashkelon industrial area. 

Moreover, he promised that the 
2,000 dunams would be in- 
dustrialized in such a fashion that 
they would serve as a model for 
other small to medium towns that 
are considering increasing their 
manufacturing facilities.

THE TERRORISTS who slew six persons and gravely wounded eight 
more in the Jewish querter of Paris yesterday showed a measure of 
fine discrimination in their choice of victims. They were plainly out

y for Jews, and while they sprayed the street itself with bullets they 
were also cureful te pounce on a celebrated Jewish restaurant. Their 


goal: the more Jews dead the better. 

Several hours after the attack (he assassins identified themselves as 
members of the stme extreme-left Direct Action group which had 
been responsible for « series of assaults an Jewish and Israeli targets 
in the French capital during the past several days. Previously they-had 
caused no casuallies. whether intentionally or not. This time they

ning the outruge and extending condolences to the bereaved families, 
But the blood won't wash that easily. A PLO that remains committed 
to Isruel’s destruction, whose policy throughout has been terror 
against Isrueli civilians and Jews in general, must bear full respon- 
sibility for such acts even by its friends. 

To what extent the violent verbal attacks on Israel. for its war in 
Lebanon. by French officials in the French media contributed ta 
yesterday's sluughter will be a matter of opinion. But surely those 
who stouped to portraying the war as a Holocaust deliberately 
engineered by Israe} against innocent Palestinians and Lebanese, 


cannot escape a share of the blame. 


Who gives the order? - 


TWO ITEMS of major substance remain to be settled in order to 
bring the ordeal in Beirut to an end. Philip Habib must still persuade 
some Arab states. notably Syria and Egypt, to receive the PLO 
evacuees. and he must persuade the PLO that the evacuation can 
safely begin Aefore un international force takes up position in West 
Beirut. Israel, for its part, has already dropped its origina) demand 
that the international force arrive only after the departure of all the 
terrorists. Mr. Begin has agreed that they enter after “most” of the 


PLO have left. 


Since these are the remaining obstacles, and since Mr. Begin has 
specifically agreed 10 give Mr. Habib reasonable time to remove 
them, what, it must be usked, was the purpose of Israel's heavy bom- 
bardments in West Beirut yesterday? 

No doubt the official reason, which may very well be true, is that 
the terrorists opened fire. But that does not necessarily require 
massive retaliation, including use of the air force and advancing 
units. For such retaliation, ai this point, only complicates Mr. 
Habib’s efforts and causes Israel further political damage, especially 


in the United States, 


Moreover, it is known that firing is sometimes deliberately started 
by dissident groups in the PLO who don’t accept central direction, 

There can be only one explanation, therefore, for yesterday's ac- 
tions: Mr. Begin and the Cabinet no longer exercise control aver the 
army and Mr, Sharon. The Prime Minister himself admitted as much 
on Sunday. In reply to a query by Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy, he told the Cabinet that he always knows everything the army 
does, “either before or aflerwards.” 

The most charitable explanation for yesterday, is that Mr. Begin 


was informed “afterwards”. 


For these bombings and troop movements did not have a strategic 
purpose, like last week's advances inside West Beirut, which put 
Israel's army into commanding positions for a final strike {δ that 
shauld become necessary. and apparently broke the negotiation 


deadlock for Mr. Habib. 


Perhaps. despite the evidence, it is unfair to assume that Mr. 
Sharon only wants to spike Mr. Habib's effort and physically wipe 
out the PLO in West Beirut, He too must be aware of the political 


and human cost. 


But this two-month war is replete with instances of military 
momentum determining policy rather than the reverse. And it is Mr. 
Sharon who has presided over the momentum. 

If the Prime Minister now truly wants to give Mr. Habib his 
chance, avoid more casualties, and prevent a Lotal collapse of Israel’s 
relations with Washington — which is presumably the prospect Am- 
bassador Arens rushed home to portray — he can no longer allow 
Mr. Sharon complete conirot of the trigger.

correspondents reported highly 2c- 
curate bombing. 

The air strike around the 
Lebanese capital came after 16 
hours of heavy artillery clashes 
between Israeli forces surrounding 
the city and the besieged terrorists. 
The terrorists opened fire on Israeli 
forces in the museum area and in 
the Uzai refugee camp on the coast 
soon after midnight, and tank, artil- 
lery, Katyusha, 120mm and 160mm 
mortar fire continued through the 
day. 

At 1 p.m., air force planes hit 
PLO cannon and mortar positions 
at Tarshish, a village some 30 
kilometres from Beirut and a major 
Syrian stronghold. The army 
spokesman was emphatic last night 
that only terrorist targets were hit, 
and that no Syrian positions came 
under fire. 

The spokesman added that the 
decision to hit the PLO at Tarshish 
came after [sraeli forces at Aley and 
in the central sector had come un- 
der constant harassment. The 
spokesman denied reports from 
Radio Lebanon that Israeli naval 
vessels had joined in the fighting or 
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that there had been any advance on 
the ground. 

“Our bombing was selective and 
aimed at the PLO sources of fire 
only,” he said. 

Yesterday's bombing of Tarshish 
was the first Israeli attack of any 
size outside West Beirut and its en- 
virons for some three weeks. No of- 
ficial explanation was given other 
than that yesterday's attacks were in 
Tesponse to terrorist bombings. 
Military sources attached no 
political importance to the action. 

According to the Associated 
Press, Lebanese police said no 
casualty counts were available for 
yesterday's action, but that at least 
3.835 persons have been killed in 
Beirut and 11,344 in Lebanon since 
Istae} mounted its invasion. 

UPI added that according to 
right-wing Phalangist radio, there 
was an Israeli troop build-up aiong 
Beirut’s Green Line “and in new 
positions around the Beirut port 
and the downtown commercial sec- 
tor of the city.” 
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FOR TWO months, Israel has been 
fighting in Lebanon, in its own in- 
terest and for the safety of the entire 
region. A heavy price has been paid 
in blood. Hundreds of families are 
in mourning, having lost beloved 
fathers, sons and husbands. 

Israel is actually doing the job the 
United States, as a superpower, 
should have done. Moreover, what 
has been done in Operation Peace 
for Galilee has opened up new 
vistas for American influence and 
completely overshadowed the role 
of the Soviet Union. 

For weeks Israel has given Philip 
Habib every opportunity to bring 
his mission to a successful conclu- 
sion. He has been repeatedly misled 
by the PLO, treated as a messenger 
boy and led by the nose. Yet the 
Israel Government has granted 
Habib the time he asked for, Habib 
should have learnt by now that the 
only thing upon which the PLO can 
reach an agreement is negative: the 
destruction of Israel, Its various fac- 
tions have never agreed on anything 
Positive. Still, Habib was given a 
chance, and now we hear that 
that America is losing patience 
with Israel. 

A revolutionary slogan is being 
circulated — that there is no 
military solution to the Palestinian 
problem, as if any leader in Israet 
thought such a solution exists. What 
can be “solved,” and is being done 
by force, is the suppression of the 
military potential of the PLO. This 
country’s adversaries, deliberately 
and viciously use the terms 
“Palestinians” and “PLO” in- 
terchangeably. The obvious advan- 
tage to this is that Israel is const- 
antly under suspicion; at any time, 
it could embark on a military solu- 
tion to the Palestinian problem. 
Therefore, the UN Security Council 
should be in permanent session to 
avert a terrible action — one no 
Israeli has ever contemplated. 

America is losing patience with 
Israel, and yet as long as the PLO 


THE JERUSALEM Great 
Synagogue, towering over King 
George Avenue, is a monument to 
the Israeli habit of living beyond 
one's means, believing that imports 
are better than local products and 
thinking that the most expensive is 
also the most beautiful. 

It is no less than heartbreaking to 
think that the Libitrom telethon, in 
which tens of thousands of persons 
donated their time and money for 
the Israel Defence Fund, raised 
about $6 million to educate and 
protect soldiers, while the Great 
Synagogue cost some three times as 
much to build. 

The initiator and pusher of the 
Great Synagogue,. Maurice . Jaffe, 
likes to quote Israel's chief rabbis of 
60 years ago, who called for the 
construction of ἃ “great central syn- 
agogue™ in Jerusalem. “The time is 
now ripe," said Rabbi Avraham 
Yitzhak Hacohen Kook and Rabbi 
Ya'acov Meir. “The time demands 
that the house that will be built will 
be high and exalted, a great and 
revered edifice, a building that will 
be the glory of the Jewish people, 
the jewel of the Land of Israel and 
the crowning splendour of 
Jerusalem," 

But that was before the Jews had 
a massive Western Wall complex, 
with space for 100,000, before the 
construction of a number of good- 
sized but simple synagogues in 
Jerusalem where Jews enjoy pray- 
ing. The chief rabbis of that era un- 
doubtedly had in mind a large syn- 
agogue that would match a local 
population of spiritual and moral 
stature, and not a tabernacle with 
{00 Italian crystal chandeliers and 
endless slabs of Greek and Italian 
marble that tries unsuccessfully to 
ape Solomon's Holy Temple. 

At the theatrical opening 
ceremony, President Yitzhak Navon 
hinted broadly that he suspected the 
synagogue would not attract a 
representative cross-section of 
Israeli society. “If prayers will be 
held in the Ashkenazi, Sephardi, 
Yemenite and other modes, then it 
really will be a central synagogue,” 
said Navon. Then all parts of the 
population will be drawn to ser- 
vices. But if not, he added, “it 
would be just another synagogue in 
Jerusalem.” 

Unfortunately, although the 
plush red-and-oak seats are set 
down in the Sephardi fashion— ina 
semi-circle facing the bima — 
services will be in the Ashkenazi 
tradition. A very small Sephardi 
synagogue, which was used as a bar 
for VIPs after the opening 
ceremony, has room for about 100 
seats. Also lacking is a small syn- 
agogue for young people, such as 
the one that had a short but popular 
existence in Hechal Shlomo. 

It is doubtful that the average 
Israeli will feel comfortable praying 
on a summer morning wearing ἃ suit 
and tie, or in the impersonal sur- 
roundings of a synagogue that holds 
1,700 people, One will not be forced 
to wear a jacket and tie, according ta 
Jaffe, “but one will want to wear 
them out of respect for the place.” 
As if God were insulted by atieless 
white shirt. The fact that scores of 
married women (including wives of 
donors) among the guests at the 
opening wore no headcovering — 
halachicalfly required, unlike a tie — 
did not seem to disturb the syn- 
agogue leaders. 

It seems as if the Jerusalem Great 
Synagogue will become the 
preserve of tourists from the West, 
who will be allured by the splendour

had any military power, no peace 
talks were possible, either with 
Jordan or any Palestinian figure.

every new synagogue, but there is a 
scale of priorities.” His conscience, 
he explained, did not allow him to 
attend the opening. 


THERE IS a shortage of some 20 to 
30 synagogues in the capital’s new 
neighbourhoods. East Talpiot, for 
example, with tens of thousands of 
residents, hasn't a single synagogue, 
and giant Gilo needs five or six. 
Instead, people pray in shelters, or 
have to watk long distances on 


Shabbat to other parts of town. ° 


“Who should be the first to have a 
place to pray," asks Kollek, 
“tourists, who have a oumber of 
large synagogues in the centre of 
town that are not full, or the citizens 
of Jerusalem?” 

A modest synagogue that seats 
about 400 could be built in the city 
for about $500,000, says the mayor, 
“If Mr, Jaffe had been able to build 
a less extravagant Great Synagogue, 
the rest of the money provided by 
the donors could have been used to 
solve most of Jerusalem's syn- 
agogue needs.” 

The planning committees’ ap- 
proval of the Great Synagogue was 
granted before the Six Day War, 
when the Western Wall was not in 
Jewish hands, says Kollek. Perhaps 
then, the idea of a central syn- 
agogue was reasonable. But now, he 
continues, “we have the wall and 
many beautiful synagogues, like the 
four reconstructed Sephardi syn- 
agogues in the Old City. And we'll 
eventually rebuild the Hurva near- 
by.” But the permits couldn't be 
revoked, and the municipality could 
do nothing to dissuade Jaffe and the 
donors from gaing ahead. 

While it would have been a scan- 
dal if government moncy had gone 
to build the Great Synagogue (Jaffe 
says it came solely from private con- 
tributions). it is sad that the 
organizers felt no hesitation about 
schnorroring so much money from 
Diaspora Jews. Over $8 million of 
the total came from British 
philanthropist Sir Isaac Wolfson, 
who has built dozens of other syn- 
agogues and community centres 
around the country. 

If Israel can't afford to build its 
own grandiose central synagogue in 
Jerusalem, it shouldn't have one, 

As for the interior of the syn- 
agogue, which was designed, like 
the structure itself, by architect Dr. 
Alexander Friedman, te each his 
own taste, As an Orthodox Jew who 
has prayed in many synagogues here 
and in other countries, [ found the 
Great Synagogue completely lack- 
ing in spirituality, Israeliness and 
even much Jewishness.
